You, gentlemen, have ably defended your rights, and parried 


every attack in the powerful, comprehensive, and well digested 
_ Appeal, which we propose, in the present number of the ‘* Allge- 


meine Zeitung des Judenthums,” to lay before our German read- 


ers. We know not whether the British Israelites will respond to 
that Appeal, soas to render impossible any future exercise of such 


repulsive tyranny: but I can_ boldly affirm, that among our 


| German brethren your sentiments have been loudly echoed. 
Ought the bond of religion among Israelites to be broken by 

their separation in different countries, or by their dispersion in 

remote provinces? It ought not. As to religion we are one-—_ 

| the blow received by one member is felt by the whole body, and 
the wound inflicted on one limb tends to deprive the whole system — 


of vitality. 


‘This being the fact, we should earnestly seek to render habitual 


the thoughts and feelings which ought to be the result of such 


unity. One of the greatest evils that not long since prevailed 
among us as Israelites, was that we had ceased to consider our- 
selves members of one large family, and that the Israelite inha-— 


bitants of one country, of even of one town, regarded themselves 
as having a separate and isolated existence, on the ¢ ' 
one of the happiest features of later times, is the removal of this 
impression, and common interest thus generated in Israel. 
So much in self-justification (if self-justification be necessary) 


for lifting up our voices against injustice attempted and effected. 
Since the first attempt was made in Germany to purify religious 


worship from the abuses which had crept into it during the ages 


of darkness and oppression, to root out the weeds which per-— 
| secution, ignorance, and want of refinement had raised in rank 


profusion, and to meet the requirements which the advance 


of cultivation and civilization had created, the opponents of 


improvement have at various times uttered loud tones of disappro- 
We find no fault with them, We willingly concede to 
those opposed tous the same freedom which we claim for ourselves. 
In this matter we recognise only two judges —impartial historical 


| research, and time. ‘Thé one has triumphantly shown how the 


existing form of worship became, in the lapse of ages, that which 
it is; how in the eourse of centuries it received its gradual deve- 


lopment, and was subjected to manifold change, to successive 


augmentations. ‘There can be no question whether we may take 
away, according to the necessity of our times, that which was 
added according to the necessities of former times, whether that 
be susceptible of change which during centaries was repeatedly 
changed, and which the intellectual, stagnation alone that has pre- 
vailed during the last three hundred years has left unaltered, 
Time also has pronounced its decree. Whoever has eyes wherewith 
to see, can perceive that these alterations in Synagogue worship are 


But, on the contrary; 
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neither local nor ephemeral. town, every village has 
taken part in the movement, and to it the whole rising generation 
will give their adhesion. — Yes! this change hag become a truth. 
Yet I say. let us not complain, if from time to time men advanced 


in vears—-men grown grev amidst intellectual stagnation— 


men imperfectly acquainted with the history of the past, and with 


the world around them, should pronounce our condemnation. We 


may beljeve that they speak from conviction, and every conviction 


should be respected. It would, indeed, be matter of regret, should 
a generation be springing up around us whom we could not under- 
stand, and by whom we could not be understood. It were, indeed, 
to be deplored, if the eternal truths of our religion were not recog- 
nised——if its forms, its external observances, its antiquated cere- 


monials were regarded as the only pillars of our faith. | But even 


did younger men, from whom one might reasonably expect more 
correct views of our holy religion, and of the history of our race, 
unite with the more aged in accusation and condemnation ; yet 


should we calmly repeat, let every man travel on that path, which 


he conscientiously believes will lead him to God. — 

Such, gentlemen, is however not the case, with the matter 
under consideration. Not only has an attempt been made; an 
arbitrary ac! has been accomplished. We refer not to the mere 
promulgation of an opliion. not to a mere sentence of censure, but 
to an unjust decd —a fact teeming with important consequences, 
The sanctuary of the family has been invaded ; the tenderest bond, 
that of love,——the most holy tie, that of marriage, bave been con- 
verted into a chain wherewith to fetter freedom of conscience. 
Now silence can be of no avail, submission would become treason 


to humanity afd religion. Such things must not be permitted; _ 


such tyranny must be suppressed. 


I know not, gentlemen, of how many members your congrega- 


tion consists, nor the numbers of those in Great Britain who 
silently acquiesce in vour opinions. In Germany, half of the adult 


Israelites, and at least three fourths of the rising generation agree 


as tothe necessity of improvement in the form of divine worship. 


By the measure adopted against you, all those Jews who desire 


change in the service of the Synagogue are virtually declared to 
be no longer Jews, and are excluded from the community. That

courtesy of Messrs. Henry Moses and Sons, the “ Sydney Morn- 
ing Herald”’ of 25th October last, and also from our Correspon- 
dent in Sydney, other documents, bearing on the financial condition 
of that Synagogue. It appears from the same Journal, that Mr. 
Wentworth moved, in the Legislative Council, to whom a petition
